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Rural and Native Housing program discussed 


The public information 
meeting held at the Kiwanis 
Centre last Tuesday night 
was a question and answer 
period regarding the Rural 
and Native Housing Pro- 
gram in Madoc, but not 
every* question was an- 
swered by -the CMHC 
representatives. When Kay 
Peatock asked Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Ma- 
nager Clarence Pugsley, 
“How can we get rid of 
you?"’, he simply refused to 
answer the question, 

The final outcome of the 
meeting.is not yet known as 
no real decision on whether 
the program would continue 
in Madoc or not was 
reached. The general con- 
‘sensus seemed to be that 
the program was here to 
stay. Future problems could 
be solved by following the 
guidelines first suggested to 
the Madoc council (Hold a 
public meeting when pro- 
gram is introduced into an 

area) and local member of 
’ Parliament Bill Vankough- 
net repeatedly told the 
crowd that it was his job to 
change the existing pro- 
gram if people were not 
happy with it and that he 
should continue to get 
feedback from the people in 
the area. 

The program as explained 
by Clarence Pugsley in an 
opening statement to the 
public, is a social one 
implemented by the federal 
government with assistance 
from the provincial govern- 
ment. It is specifically 
designed for small commu- 
nities of 2,500 population or 
less and for people in a low 
income range. There is a 
cost-sharing \arrangement 
on this social program of 75 
per cent federal and 25 per 
cent provincial. 

If one thing was stressed 
repeatedly, it was that no 
final decisions had been 
made about the program in 
Madoc. The question of 
approval, raised several 
times throughout the eve- 
ning posed no major pro- 
blems for CMHC represen- 
tatives. ‘‘Approval has been 
given locally on cleven 
applications for housing 
and, while the committee 


assured receipt of a house.’ 

A decision by the local, 
committee calling for new, 
housing did not mean they 
would get new housing, 
Pugsley told the assem- 
blage. ‘“We encourage the 
local group to get involved 
and obtain information a- 
bout home ownership, but 
we reserve the final decision 
on what monies are spent 
and how.” 

Many questions con- 
cerned the possibility of a 
change in income or job 
status of a client. Pugsley 
said given knowledge of the 
circumstances, the CMHC 
can make adjustments in 
the mortgage payments 
charged either up or down, 
but the ‘“‘bottom line’’ is 
that if a party cannot meet 
their commitments under 
the program formula, they 
lose their house the same as 
with any other mortgage. 

Craig McCulloch, CMHC 
officer, ‘explained that 
CMHC came to Madoc at 
the request of then Reeve 
Tom Deline (who has since 
resigned) and addressed 
village council. After the 
program was explained, 
council passed a resolution 
of support for the program. 

Criticisms were also 
voiced about. the composi- 
tion of the local committee 
with Keith Chambers sug- 
gesting that an older, wiser 
person such as himself, 
should be included on the 
committee to give them 
advice. He stated that. he 
had volunteered to serve on 
the committee at ‘one time 
but had been turned down 
and now would not serve on 
the committee. Several 
members of the committee 
were not aware of Mr. 
Chamber's proposal to 
serve on the committee and 
Mr. Chambers had failed to 
attend one committee meet- 
ing he had been invited to. 
The suggestion that neutral 
residents of the village be 
added to the committee was 
made and could ‘be accepted 
by the committee. 

The meeting was con- 
ducted for the most by 
councillor Terry Pigden 
because announced .chair- 
man Bill Vankoughnet was , 
late arriving. When Van- 
koughnet took over the 
meeting, he told the crowd 
that, like or dislike the 
program, ‘*...it is a political 
decision and has nothing to 
do with the representatives 
of CMHC."

Include children in daily activities 


BY CATHARINE CLARE 
Once a child reaches 
the preschool years, he or 
she can be included in more 
of the family's daily activi- 
ties. The kitchen is perhaps 
the most interesting room in 
the house during this time. 
Progressive preschool, nur- 
sery or day care programs 
take advantage of the 
children’s natural curiosity 
about what goes on in the 
kitchen to teach basic 
science and chemistry 
theory such as ‘‘What 
happens to water when it 
gets hot?’’, “What does a 
raw egg look like?*’, ‘*What 
happens fo a whole eas 
when you put it in water?” 
Preschool programs find it 
unmanageable to try these 
activities when large groups 
of children need to be 
. included. However, the 
perfect opportunity exists if 
Mom or Dad can take extra 
time while cooking in the 
kitchen to show the curious 
preschooler what they are 
doing. 
Take Time To Teach While 
You're Cooking 
Remember thai everyone 
gets bored when they “‘just 
get to listen’, and pre- 
schoolers more quickly than 
we taller people, so give the 
child every opportunity to 


be actively involved. Was it 
the French poet Baudelaire 
who said “I hear and I 
forget. | see and | remem- 
ber. I do and I under- 
stand?’’ Let the child do it 
himself. Follow through 
with his curiosity; as long as 
he keeps asking questions 
you can keep providing 
answers.

Accident reports in- 
volving gasoline prompted 
the government to create 
certain standards to provide 
safer containers for petro- 
leum products. As a result, 
since Jan. 1, 1976, only 
those portable containers 
approved’ (afer rigorous 


testing) by the Under- 


writers’ Laboratories of 
Canada (ULC) or by the 
Canadian Standards As- 
sociation (CSA) can be filled 
at service stations, marinas 
or other gasoline outlets. 
FIVE APPROVED TYPES 

There are five types of 
containers that may be filled 
at Ontario gasoline outlets. 
Before you take your con- 
tainer to have it filled, make 
sure it's one of the approved 
types as described below, 
that it's in reasonable 
condition and that it has all 
caps in place. | 

- Metal or plastic con- 
tainers, one Ao five gallons 
in size, bearing the ULC or 
CSA label. 

- Metal or plastic protable 
fuel tanks, holding up to 
seven gallons of gasoline. 
Those sold after August 1, 
1975 will also bear the ULC 
or CSA label. 

-Transportation con- 
tainers - metal drums 10 to 
45 gallons in size - bearing

New, 
approved drums have the 
mark CTC or DOT on them, 
older types may be 
embossed with the letters 
BTC or ICC - they are still 
acceptable. The mark on 
both types will be followed 
with the designation 5, 5A, 
5B, 5C or 5M. 

- World War Two-style 
jerry cans, though nog in 
general use, are still 
around, They may be filled 
provided they are in rea- 
sonable condition, have the 
required gasket and closure 
in place and are embossed 
in the same manner as 
metal drums. The mark on 
jerry cans will be followed 
by the designation 5L. 

- Safety cans, recognized 
by the Industrial Safety Act, 
may also be filled | for 
industrial users. Owners 
should be warned, however, 
that there's a _ potential 
hazard if such cans are 
carried in a vehicle or 
automobile trunk. 

«lf you have any old 
containers at home or at the 
cottage that don’t conform 
to these approved types. 
you would be wise to throw 
them out and buy new, 
approved ones. A service 
Station attendant would not 
be allowed to fill the old 
ones, anyway. 

Al Mclver, supervisor of

Consumer and Commercial 


Relations’ Fuel Safety 
Branch explains that old- 
style metal containers were 


originally designed to hold 


maple. syrup and are de- 
finitely not safe for gaso-* 
line.

SAFETY MEASURES 

Using approved con- 
tainers is only one aspect in 
the safe handling of gaso- 
line. Sevéral other im- 
portant points are useful to 
remember: 

Never fill your: gas con- 
tainer to the very top. 
Gasoline is a fuel that 
expands in the heat, and if 
you. don't leave enough 
room for expansion, you risk 
spillage and a _ possible 
explosion. 

Never refill your lawn- 
mower or other gasoline- 
powered equipment while it 
is still hot. Displaced gas 
fumes could come in touch 


~ with the hot engine parts or 


muffler and could ignite. 
Always wait until the 
equipment has cooled. 

Never transfer gasoline to 
another container on an 
unsteady surface, such as 
filling the gas tank of the 
motor inside the boat. 
Displaced gas fumes, 
settling on the bottom of the 
boat, could ignite if some- 
one lights a match. Always 
fill your tank or container 
on a steady surface and in 
an open place to let the 
fumes dissipate. 

Never store gasoline in 
your home, and that in- 
cludes your workshop or 
basement. Store gasoline in 
‘Your garage or storage shed 
and out @f the reach of 


children. Gasoline is not 
intended for use in the 
home. 

Never use gasoline to 
clean your paint or 
tools as this will ‘create 
enough fumes in any room 
to be ignited by the spark of 
a switch, the lighting of a 
cigarette, or the pilot light 
on a furnace or water 
heater. Always use an 
appropriate cleaning  sol- 
vent to avoid an explosion.

Thanks to the boom in 
leisure horses, the clear

This summer the college 
started a 15 week farrier 
course, with a second 
course scheduled for next 
March. 

One of six farrier pro- 
grams in Canada, the 
Kemptville course. requires 
that students spend 25 per 
cent of their time on forge 
work and 45 per cent on 
what instructor Dan Dun- 
woodie calls ‘‘practical 
shoeing’. 

Among other things, 
Dunwoodie teaches _ basic 
welding, business manage- 
ment and customer rela- 


tions. A graduate of a 
California horseshocing 
school, Dunwoodie set up 
the farrier program in 1974 
at Algonquin College. This 
spring Kemptville College 
took over the course and 
Dunwoodie came along with: 
it. 

The course if not for the 
faint of heart. Students 
learn hoof trimming, shoc- 
ing and horse anatomy by 
practising on the severed 
legs of dead horses. The 
legs are picked up in 
Quebec from a slaughter 
house which ships horse 
meat to Europe.

Songbirds in peril

For thousands of years, 
every spring and fall has 
geen the onrush of migra- 
tion by billions of songbirds 
across North America. Their 
journeys have always been 
hazardous, plagued by high 
winds or ice storms. But 
modern man has added a 
series of new hazards to the 
migratory obstacle course, 
in the form of tall buildings, 
smokestacks, and antennac. 

For some reason, the fall 
of 1981 seems to have been 
an especially bad season for 
bird kills. The most drama- 
tic occurred on Labor Day 
weekend at the Lennox

Non-oil energy sour- 
ces include natural gas, 
electricity, propane, coal, 
wood, peat, wind and solar. 

If you already use some- 


less fuel, the federal gov- 
ernment will provide a 
taxable grant of up to $500 
to help you upgrade your 
home's imsulation. The 
grants, offered under the 
Canadian Home Insulation 
Pian or CHIP, include up to 
$350 for approved materials 
and one-third of labor costs 
up. to $150. 


Homeowners who con- 
serve energy or convert to 
non-oil methods of heat can 
also take advantage of 
several Ontario tax ¢xemp- 
tions .

Most trees and 
shrubs have céased shoot 
growth at this time, so the 
danger of injury from spray 
drift in minimal. 

Mowing should be contin- 
ued until the grass stops 
growing. Allowing the grass 
to grow long in the fall 
increases susceptibility to 
winter diseases and delays 
drying in the spring.

Pear crop good 


According to marketing 
specialists at the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food, this year’s pear crop 
is expected to be good, 
although numbers will be 
down somewhat from last 
year. One reason for this is 
the cool weather experienc- 
ed during pear blossom 
time, which made the trees 


more difficult to pollinate. 

Look for Bosc and Anjou 
pears during September 
and October, their peak 
season. Both varieties can 
be put into storage immedi- 
ately after harvest in Octo- 
ber. This makes some 
available during the winter 
months, and these are 
sometimes referred to as, 
winter pears.

One popular garden vege: 
table that can yield late in 
the fall is the tomato. The

kitchen window. Others that 
aren't quite as mature may 
be wrapped in newspaper 
and allowed to ripen in ‘a 
cool spot (15 C or 59 F.) over 
several weeks. Hf you have 
enough space, hang old 
plants upside down in a cool 
basement to allow the fruit 


With a- 


ripening in a week to 10 
days, is suitable for storing 


and ripening indoors. But 
don’t destroy those smaller 
green tomatoes. There are 
many ways to preserve 
green tomatoes for winter 
enjoyment. Popula# uses 
are pickles, preserves, chut- 
neys and green tomato 
mincement. 

Light frosts, which tend 
to injare tender plants, 
signal the best time to start 
harvesting green tomatoes. 
If you are storing whole 
plants, they must be pulled 
alive to continue the ripen- 


Save your bulbs. 


Last spring, on an im- 
pulse, you bought some 
gladiolus bulbs, a dahlia 
root or a tuberous begonia. 
Now that you have seen the 
plant grow and flower, don't 
leave it in the ground to die 
over winter. 

New roots and tubers cost 
money. The little work 
required to keep such plants 


over winter is well worth the . 


effort and pennies saved. 
Gladiolus bulbs, or 
corms, are ¢asy to store. 
Dig the corms in late 
September or October, and 
cut off the leaves and flower 
stems about 2.5 centimetres 
(1 inch) above the bulb. 
Dust the bulbs with Malath- 
ion or cabaryl dust to 
prevent thrips from over- 
wintering on the corms. 
Dry the corms in a warm 
room for 10 days, then 
remove the old roots from 
the base of the new corm. 
Store the corms in shallow 
trays or plastic net bags in a 


cool, dry storage area, such 
as a basement fruit storage, 
until planting time next 
May. 

Dig dahlia roots carefully. 


“after light frost has killed 


the top growth. These 
potato-like tubers are quite 
succulent and brittle, so 
handle them carefully. Re- 
move excess soil from the 
roots, and store the com- 
plete root in a_ bushel 
hamper or a box. Cover the 
roots with dry peat moss. 
Store’ the roots in a cool 
basement. During the win- 
ter, moisten the peat 
occasionally to prevent the 
tubers from shrivelling. 
Tuberous begonias are 
treated in much the same 
way as dahlia roots. After 
digging the tubers, remove 
top growth and store the 
dark-brown, flattened roots* 
in shallow boxes or ventilat- 
ed plastic bags containing 
barely moistened peat.

Keep baking soda, an 
asbestos cover or a large lid 
available to smother a stove 
fire. 

The Canadian Standards 
Association recommends 
that you do not use your 
oven door as a shelf for a 
heavy roast or casserole. It 
could slide, break the door, 
or tip the whole stove with 


_drastic results. 


When you clean the oven, 


* take the door off. Keep the 


oven spray away from .your 
eyes, and wear protection 
on your hands. 

Be careful using any 
kitchen chemicals. Use 
them only as directed, and 
only for the purpose they 
are manufactured for. 

Store chemicals and 
cleaners safely. Don't store 
them with the foods. Keep 
them out of the reach of 
small children. You can get 
child-resistant safety lat- 
ches for cupboard doors. 

Clean up. If 
broken glass, sweep it up 
and vacuum. If you have 
spilled a liquid or a slippery 
bit of food, clean it up right 
away, before anyone slips 
and falls on it. Keep 
drawers and cupboard doors 
shut to avoid bumps, and 
don't leave cleaning pails or 
brooms or grocery boxes in 
unexpected places. 

If you do have an 
accident, St. John Ambu- 
lance can teach you how to 
deal with it. 

First: have emergency 
numbers available, in clear 
sight, by the phone. They 
should include your doctor, 
police and fire department, 
and if you have small 
children, the poison control 
center. 

First aid for bleeding: for 
a serious cut, apply direct 
pressure on the wound, with 
your hand if necessary, 
preferably with a clean 
dressing.

Here are some basic rules 
to follow when transplant- 
ing. 

When digging the plants, 
use a garden fork to pry 
around the plant to prevent 
root damage. 

Don't let, the roots dry. 
Move plants quickly to the 
new site. The soil should be 
prepared for planting. Don't 
dig too many plants at once. 

Remove dead or broken 
leaves and old flower heads. 
Divide the plant if necessary 
and discard the oldest 
portion. 

Make the planting hole 
large enough for the roots to 
spread, with plenty of room 
to grow.

Plant at the same depth 
as the previous location. 
Work the soil through and 
over the roots.

A cell separator is 
needed in Ottawa. The 
separator is indispensable 
in the investigation of 
arthritis, leukemia and 
other significant diseases.

Load Monitor to assess gait 
abnormalities in patients 
with arthritis, while Toronto 
needs an X-ray Diffraction

Federation of Agr 


holds annual meeting 


Hastings County Federa- 
tion of Agriculture held the 
annual meeting on October 
1, at the Ivanhoe Township 
Hall. 

Speaker for the evening 
was lan Balsillie from 
Prince Edward County, an 
OFA executive member. 
Mr. Balsillie reviewed the 
historical formation of OFA 
and outlined some past and 
current accomplishments of 
the farm organization. 

The Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture has been press- 
ing the Ontario Government 
for relief on high interest 
rates for several months. 
Mr. Balsillie reports that 
while some measures have 
been taken, farmers have 
received ‘‘too little, too 


late’’. Soaring interest rates 
are the foremost major 
problem facing farmers. 
Farm credit loans are 
expected to jump to 17 per 
cent following a ane-week 
freeze of all loans. 

To find solutions and

A year and a half after the 
Ontario Farm Machinery 
Board started its certifica- 
tion program 46 distributors 
and 525 retail dealers have 
been ‘certified, but the 
people benefiting the most 
are the farmers. 

‘*We've covered the ma- 
jor core of the field 
equipment people,” says 
John Kessler, secretary: 
manager of the board. 
‘Almost 95 per cent of 
major equipment distribu 
tors and dealers are partici 
pating in the program.” 

The board started the 
voluntary certification pro 
gram in the winter of 1979 
as the first part of a 
three-part program to as 
sure timely and adequate 
services and parts availabil- 
ity for farm machinery in 
Ontario. 

It encouraged equipment 
dealers and distributors to 
meet or surpass a set of 
minimum standards of war 
ranties, service contracts, 
and repair parts availability 
The board also mediates 
disputes between farmers 
and dealers and distributors 
under the program, and 
distributes farm machinery 
information to both farmers 
and the industry. 

The board monitors dis 
tributors and dealers regu 
larly for availability 
and timeliness of service. 
Both these.areas have seen 


parts 


a marked improvement in 
the past few years, accor: 
ding to Mr. Kessler, who 
days, ‘This improvement 
certainly is directly tied in 
with our monitoring of 
farmers, dealers and distri- 
butors. It makes the indus 
try more aware of parts 
availability and service 
problems.”

What is The Crow? Why 
is it such a sacred bird? Or 
cow? 

The Crow dates back to 
1897. It is an agreement 
between the federal govern: 
ment and the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Ottawa 
gave the CPR $5.4 million 
as a subsidy to build a rail 
line from Lethbridge, Alta.. 
through the Crowsnest Pass 
to Nelson, B.C. 


In return, CPR had to 


guarantee permanent 
freight rate reductions on 
Prairie grain shipped east to 
the Lakehead. Over the 
years, the Crow rate extend- 
ed to all railways and to 
grain shipped west and 
north as well as cast. 

The original act was 
repealed in 1925 - 56 years 
ago - and became enshrined 
in the Railway Act. It has 
been there ever since, 
through rain and snow and 
drought and inflation and 
deflation and recession and 
depression and high inter- 
est rates. 

It is a guaranteed freight 
rate of one half-cent per ton 
per mile.

Late this spring, it 
appeared that Ontario's 
Environmental Assessment 
Act had been undermined 
substantially, as a result of 
the belated exemption of 
the Highway 404 extension 
north of Toronto. But a 
successful private prosecu- 
tion on behalf of the 
Federation of Ontario Na- 
turalists has turned the 404 
decision into at 
partial victory for environ- 
mentalists. 

The controversy began 
when a botanist became 
concerned about the rare 
plants in a wetland beside 


_ the proposed highway, and 


requested a hearing under 
the Environmental Assess- 
ment Act. When he found 
that construction had alrea- 
dy begun, without the 
necessary environmental 
approval, his objections 
created such a stir that the 
Premier temporarily 
stopped construction. The 
next day the Premier 
announced that the civil 


servants involved had been 
rebuked, and the projects 
would be exempte so it 
could continue. 


least a. 


We were convinced that 
the Ministry of Transporta- 
tion and Communications 
were simply testing the Act, 
to see how much they could 
shortcut its requirements. 
Since the Ministry of 
Environment refused to 
prosecute, we decided to 
try. It was clear that the 
Minister James Snow and 
his deputy Harold Gilbert 
had been the two officials 
who made the decision to 
proceed illegally> so these 
wete the two individuals 
named in-the charges. 

The biggest hurdle 
turned out to be a hearing to 
persuade the Justice of the 
Peace to actually issue the 
summons. Much to our 
surprise, the Ministry offi- 
cials then decided to plead 
guilty at their first opportu- 
nity, thus avoiding a long 
and embarrassing trial. 
Even more to our surprise, 
the judge announced sen- 
tences of $3500 and $2800 
for the pair, more than three 


times larger than the 
maximum fine we had 
requested. 


Why did we prosecute, 
since the road construction 
continued anyway? Our 
motive was deterrence, as 
in most prosecutions where 
the damage can't be un- 
done. We hope that the first 
conviction of an Ontario 
Cabinet Minister since 
1928, and the. stiff fines 
handed out for this first 
conviction under the Envir- 
onmental Assessment Act, 
will send a message to all 
those in power that they 
ignore environmental legis- 
lation at their peril. The 404 
case should tell‘ them all 
that there are citizen groups 
prepared to prosecute and 
courts willing to convict.

Separation may be answer 


Farmers faced with the 
problem of too many ani-. 
mals on soo little land are 
looking to soild-liquid man- 
ure separation to help them 
handle manure. 

Big livestock operators 
don't have enough land to 
get rid of their manure so 
they need solid-liquid sep- 
aration to make manure 
easier to handle, says 
Professor Jack Pos of the 
University of Guelph school 
of engineering. 

“Handling manure is a 
dilution problem,’’ he says. 
“You either add straw to 
make it a solid or dilute with 
water to make it a liquid. 
Dilution material is just too 
expensive for big livestock 
producers.” 

This summer, Professor 
Pos oversaw experiments 
ont he Parkwood solid-liq- 
uid separator manufactured 
by Aeroflush in Waterloo 
and now commercially avail- 
abie. 

Rick Wrap, a summer 
student, measured the effic- 


iency of the machine using . 


hog, beef and dairy cattle 
manure. Every four weeks, 
samples were put through 
the separator to test its 
ability to separate liquids 
from solids and to test the 
effect the age of manure has 
on the separator’s efficien- 


cy. 

The Parkwood separator. 
developed in England, uses 
brushes, screens and rollers 
to separate manure. Rotat- 
ing brushes force manure 
over two semi-circular 
screens. Liquids fall 
through the screens and 
solids are squeezed by 
rollers before leaving the 
separator. 

The separator has a 
capacity of 22,730 L 6000

.A centrifugal separation ~ 


system now operating on a 
300 ha (750-ac) farm in 
Waterloo region is proces- 
sing manure from about 
5000 beef animals at a rate 
of 1750 L 685 gal) per hour. 

After initial separation, 
solids are composted and 
marketed as garden soil. 
The liquid fraction, with 
some solids remaining, is 


channelled through a meth- 


ane digester. After digest- 
ion, solids are separated 
again, dried and fed back to 
the cattle. Liquids are 
spread on fields. 

“It's a totally integrated 
system,’’ says Professor 
Pos. “It's the direction all 
big operators are going.” 

“Separation interrupts 
the normal process of 
collecting, storing and dis 
posing manure. The end 
product is essentially the 
same manure with the same 
nutrient value, but easier to 
handle because of a reduc- 
tion in orgakic matter. 
Even after going through a 
methane digester, the nutri- 
ent value of manure is 
virtually unchanged.” 

Another use for manure 
solids after separation is to 
reuse it a bedding for

Pencil marks on clothing 
should first be removed 
with an eraser.

next August this will add 
another 50 cents to the cost 
of each bushel of corn.

For those who have to store 
corn commercially there will 
be storage charges. At 
current commercial rates 
these amount to about 6 
cents/bu. for the first 
month and § cents/bu. for 
each succeeding month.

$4/tonne. For ten months 
then storage costs would be 
approximately 43 cents/bu.

A five-week-old infant 
died in a Timmins Hospital 
on the 23rd of September 
1981. The cause of death 
was reported as being 
Diphtheria. 

Neither the mother or her 
family had ever been 
immunized and both she 
and her younger brother 
were found to be carriers of 
the disease. 

Death from Diphtheria 
need not occur and can be 
prevented by adequate im- 
munization which also mini- 
mizes the risk of the carrier 
state. 

In the face of this 
preventable tragedy, it 
must, therefore, be the 
prime responsibility of ev- 
ery parent to ensure full 
immunization of their off- 
spring.

Now’s time 
for cabbage 


About $000 ac of 
cabbage plants are grown in 
Ontario yearly. This acreage 
yields about 100 million 
pounds of cabbage for both 
the fresh market and 
processing. For the fresh 
market, cabbage is sold as 
heads or shredded for 
coleslaw. For processing 
cabbage is used ip products 
such as sauerkraut and 
cabbage rolls. Much of it 
also goes into coleslaw 
products for the restaurant 
trade. 

Green cabbage is the 
most familiar kind grown in 
Ontario, but marketing spe- 
cialists at the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food inform us that savoy 
and red cabbage are also 
grown here. Savoy cabbage 
is green, has a loosely 
formed head, and is not as 
firm as regular green 
cabbage. Savoy also has a 
slightly flattened head and 
the leaves are very crinkly 
and curly. Red cabbage is 
easily recognized by its 
deep red or purple color. 
It's used mainly for salads 
or pickled products and it 
adds color to many dishes. 

Whichever variety you 
choose, look for solid firm 
heads that are relatively 
heavy for their size, with 
ftesh crisp leaves. Now is a 
good time to buy Ontario- 
grown cabbage. September 
and October are peak 
season and supplies are at 
their best. Starting in 
November, and continuing 
until April, cabbage will 
become available from stor- 
age facilities.

I first got 
started at folk music in high 
school when a few of us 
teamed up in a group we 
called the Remnants - 50 
called because at first there 
were a lot of us 
gradually we were reduced 
to two. We played various 
clubs in Toronto. Then a few 
years later when I was in 
university another fellow 
and I took a year off to travel 
Quebec and the eastern 
provinces. We sang mostly 
in English a lot of traditional 
Canadian songs going from 
town to town and supported 
ourselves for a year that 
way. How did we get started 
there? Well, the first town 
we entered we saw someone 
with a guitar and followed 
him and sure enough he 
ended up in a nightclub and 
we were hired too. That 
gave us an opening. We 
found the French audiences 
very enthusiastic.” 

This jaunt through Que: 
bec had a two-fold benefit 
for the future French 
teacher. It helped his 
spoken French and gave 
him the opportunity to pick 
up a lot of folk songs of 
Quebec and the Maritimes. 

And how come this young 
multi-media, bilingual, ver- 
satile, writer-teacher- 
composer-musician finds 
himself in the small town of 
now 
lives with his wife Catherine 
and three small children? 

“Although I was born in 
Toronto, this area was the 
only place I wanted to live 
after completing school,” 
he said. ‘So after finishing 
my education I applied only

Parks planning 
gets the axe

Soil erosion robs farmers 
struggling to increase yields 
and efficiency, and it is a 
brutal reality in fields 
exposed to years of continu- 
ous row cropping. 

Sound soil management 
is necessary to stop soil

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drains through a field, and 
are shallow enough to cross 
with equipment. Giving up 
land for the waterway is not 
a concern cither, says Mr. 
Arnold, because waterways 
provide effective erosion 
control and save land for the 
farmer. 

Grassed waterways 
should not be a band-aid 
treatment, he says. They go 
hand-in-hand with other soil 
management tools. Farmers 
must first control sheet and 
rill erosion with proper crop 
rotation and other erosion 
measures. 

Consider a grassed water- 
way when installing a closed 
municipal drain system, 
says Mr. Arnold. 

You can never afford a 
tile big enough to carry all 
the water underground, he 
says, so the large capacity 
waterway can, and should, 
work in conjunction with a 
tile drain system. 

When constructing a 
grass waterway, start by 
contacting your local agri- 
cultural office extension 
engineer. He can design the 
channel to meet directional 
and water flow needs. 

The channel can often be 
shaped with a blade or 
normal tillage equipment, 
but sometimes you need a 
bulldozer or road grader, 

After shaping, seed the 
waterway immediately with 
tall fescue or a grasslegume 
mixture selected from such 


varieties as creeping red 
fescue, brome grass, Ken- 
tucky bluegrass, white 
Dutch clover and bird's -foot 
trefoil. 

Use a hand éyclony 
seeder_to avoid paral 
rows that wash out easily. A 


‘straw mulch (§ T-ha or 1.4 


T-ac) protects the seed from 
early washout. Small fur- 
rows on either side of the 
channel will provide a 
temporary diversion for the 
water flow while the mix- 


ture establishes itself in the 


waterway. 


Shaping and planting can 
take as little as half a day or 
as long as a week, says Mr. 
Arnold, but they should be 
completed in as short as 
time as possible. 


If waterway construction 
occurs in the fall, plant a 
cover crop of fall cereal rye 
at 67 kg-ha (60 Ib-ac). Seed 
the permanent mixture in 
the spring and then cut the 
rye to act as a mulch. 


Once a waterway is 
established, it requires reg- 
ular grooming and nursing. 
Fertilize as needed. Don't 
use it as a path or roadway 
and always cultivate adjac- 
ent land perpendicular to 
the waterway. 

Keep the grass short to 


allow more water flow in the 
channel. Grass can be 
harvested a couple of times 
each season for hay.

Save cuttings 


You don’t have to lose all 
of your garden: plants to 
autumn frosts. Save some 
for next year's garden by 
taking cuttings now, says 
Bob Fleming. Ontario Min- 
istry of Agriculture and 
Food horticulturist. 

Save money next year by 
taking cuttings of geran- 
iums and coleus now,’’ he 
says. “Select healthy cut- 
tings, break them at the 
joints, and remove damaged 
or diseased foliage.” 

For best results, root the 
cuttings in a mixture of 
equal parts of sand and peat 
moss. Stick the cuttings

into the mixture. 
Water just enough to 
moisten the growing medi- 
um. 

Place the cuttings in a 
sunny location for three to 
four weeks. Once the 
fibrous roots appear, the 
plants can be transplanted 
into pots. Transplanted 
cuttings grow best in a cool, 
bright windowsill during the 
winter, | 

Chives, parsley and dwarf 
herbs can also be moved 
indoors for the autumn and 
winter months to provide an 
indoor supply of herbs to 
accent salads and meat 
dishes. . 

Dig a‘ small section of 
chives inthe garden, taking 
care to dig around, the 
outside of the plant to 
prevent root damage. Lift 
the section and plant in a 
flower pot of regular potting 
soil. Water after potting to 
stimulate new growth. 

Parsley, basil, rosemary 
and other small herbs can 
be moved indoors by replan- 
ting in flower pots. The only 
special requirement is plen- 
ty of sunshine.

| When the freezer stops 
working. act quickly, advise 
nutrition 
specialists with the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food. 

First ensure the door or 
lid is tightly closed to retain 
the cold. Then look for the 
source of trouble. Should 
the power fail, find out how 
long the service will be 
interrupted. If the motor 
stops while the cord is 
plugged in and no fuses 
have blown, find out how 
quickly repairs can be 
made. You may need to 
borrow freezer space from 
friends or a commercial 
establishment. 

If the appliance stops 
running, food will stay 
frozen for approximately 48 
hours if the freezer is full 
and the door stays shut. A 
half-full freezer will keep 
food frozen about 24 hours. 
Covering the unit with 
blankets provides extra 
insulation but if the power 


has failed, leave the air 
vents free, in case the 
electricity returns earlier 


than expected. 

Some partially or com- 
pletely thawed foods can be 
safely refrozen depending 
on the type of food and how 
cold it is. With others, it 
could be dangerous. 
Freezing doesn’t destroy all 
micro-organisms. It just 
stops them from growing 
until the temperature 
climbs above 4 degrees C 
40 degrees F). Because the 
freezing process changes 
the texture of food, thawed 
items can spoil more quickly 
than fresh ones. As a rule of 
thumb, if the package still 
contains ice crystals and

Clover varieties promising 


New red clover varie- 
ties promise second-year 
yields for farmers in all 
regions of Ontario. 

Three of the varieties 
have been around for a few 
years, but are just now 
gaining in popularity, and 
one will be available for the 
first time next spring, says 
John Madill, agronomist 
with Kemprtville College of 
Agricultural Technology. 

The three older varieties, 
Prosper One, Florex and 
Arlington, are recommend- 
ed for southern Ontario. 
The new variety, Bytown, is 
recommended for northern 
Ontario. 

All of the varieties are 
recommended as forage 
crops because their advan- 
tages show up after the first 
year of production, says Mr. 
Madill. 

The main advantage of 
these varieties is that they 
have excellent persistence 
into the second. year of 
production. In the first year, 
they're equal to the older 
varieties, but in the second 
year they yield 10 to 12 per 
cent more than Ottawa or 
Lakeland. * 

This makes them benefi- 
cial as a long-term forage 
crop but not as a plow-down 
crop, he says. Their longer 
life is attributed to their 
resistance to crown rot, 
root rot, and leaf diseases. 

“The major problem with 
‘persistence in red clover is 
the build-up of diseases and 
you don't get a build-up 
with these new varieties,” 
says Mr. Madill. 

The varieties have caught 
on slowly, he says, because 
people have never looked

for improvement in red 
clover and they don't 
usually think of varieties of 
red clover. Of the two 
varieties recommended, Ot- 
tawa was licensed in 1936 
and Lakeland in 1964. 

Also, seed for the new 
varieties is slightly more 
expensive than the common 
is seed normally plant- 
ed. 


One spin-off effect of the 
new varieties may be the 
encouragement of pedi- 
greed red clover production, 
says Mr. Madill. Now, only 
five per cent of red clover 
seed is pedigreed, but when 
farmers begin to switch to 
the new varieties they'll buy 
more pedigreed seed to be 
sure of the variety they're 
getting. 


Apple qualities ‘vary 


ar Fresh, crispy apples 


are a\favorite snack food in 
Ontario. And now is a good 
time to enjoy their sweet 
flavor, when they're fresh 
from the tree. 

Marketing ‘ specialists at 
the Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food _re- 
mind us that most Ontario 
apples are also great for 
cooking. Basically, all varie- 
ties, with the exception of 


Red Delicious and Spartan ~ 


can be used for cooking. 
These two varieties are best 
for fresh eating. 

When cooking with ap- 


ples, the type of recipe - 


helps determine the specific 
apple variety to choose. For 
example, for poaching or 
baking, it's best to choose a 
firm-textured apple that will 


hold its shape well. For 
these cooking methods, 
Northern Spy would be an 
excellent choice. On the 
other hand, for sauces and 
puddings, choose a softer 
textured apple that cooks 
down more quickly, such as 
the McIntosh. 


When preparing large 
quantities of apples for 
cooking, the apples often 
-yrown after they are cut. A 
quick solution to this pro- 
blem is to dip the apple 
pieces in a weak brine made 
by dissolving 1 tsp. salt in 
five cups of water. A quick 
dip should be sufficient to 
prevent browning. Don't 
soak the apples for more 
than five ‘minutes or they 
may develop a salty flavor.

Rare sight 


On a rainy weekend 
canoe trip recently, my 
search for dry firewood 
yielded a special treat. As 
soon as my saw touched an 
ancient dry stub, out from 
the top scurried a soft grey 
squirrel. Even though I had 
never seen one before, the 
flattened body, loose-fitting 
skin, and large rounded 
eyes of the attractive little 
rodent gave away its identi 
ty immediately - a northern 
flying squirrel. 

Flying squirrels don't 
really fly, but their ability to 
glide can carry them air 
borne for 50 ‘yards or more. 
To faunch, the = squirrel 
hunches itself up against a 
trunk or branch, then 
springs outwards. With its 
legs spread to ferm a 
parachute from the folds of 
loose skin, a flying, squirrel 
can dodge through the 
branches simply by manou 
vering its legs and flattened 
tail. f 

Northern flying squirrels 
are found in forests across 
Ontario, and are probabls 
just as common as its 
colorful relative the red 
squirrel. Even though flying 
squirrels are active year 
round, they are seldom 
seen. The bulging eyes 
which remind me for all the 
world of seal pups, are for 
nocturnal vision, since the 
flying squirrel restricts ‘his 
activities to the nightime 
hours. Its diet of nuts 
berries and fruit is supple 
mented by the occasional 
insect or bird's egg. and it 
may even scavenge an 
‘animal carcass if this meat 
is handy 

Red squirrels are noisy 
and competitive, leading a 
solitary existence, but flying 
squirrels seem to fike 
company Our nest eventu 
ally yielded four -curious 
squirrels, but as many 4s 
nine adults have been found 
in a single winter den, 
Abandoned woodpecker 
holes are especially attrac 
tive homesites, but summer 
nests constructed of shred 
ded bark and moss. are also 
common, 

The world of the flying 
squirrel, like that of the 
skunk, the raccoon, and the 
forest horned owl, is the 
world of darkness. If you 
catch a glimpse of these 
furry gliders snatching June 
beetles from your porch 
light or thumping softly on 
your roof, count yourself 
lucky to have seen one of 
Canada’s least-known mam 
mals.

Northern lights 
dance in sky

Living in a city has 
many joys, but many 
drawbacks as well, | was 
reminded of one of these 
disadvantages the other 
night when a long drive 
through the country was 
interrupted by a spectacular 
display of aurora borealis or 
northern lights. In the city 
the dancing lights of the 
night sky are lost among the 
glare and the haze. 

Often the northern lights 
are little more than an 
indistinct glow, but. this 
display was much more 
spectacular. A curtain of 
pale green rays ‘reached 
from low in the northern sky 
up to the \zenith, slowly 
weaving and dancing their 
pattern of light. At their 
top, a reddish glow crowned 
their glory, blurring the 
stars beyond. I'm sure I was 
not the only motorist to 
simply pull over and watch 
until the show began to 
fade. 

My show was actually 
about a hundred miles up. 
in the lower of the two zones 
where aurora borealis oc- 
curs, Its intensity must have 
been related to a recent 
increase in sunspot activity, 
for the northern lights aré, 


the result of bombardment * 


of the ionized gases of the 
upper atmosphere by elec- 
trically-charged particles 
from these solar storms. 
Like the gases in neon 
bulbs, the scattered nitro- 
gen and oxygen molecules 
are excited to the point 
where they radiate light. | 

Northern lights, as the 
name implies, are most 
common:in a broad arctic 
belt ringing the earth 
between 60 and 70 degrees 
latitude. On Hudson's Bay 
or Alaska or Iceland, you 
might expect northern 
lights two nights out of 
in the southern 
hemisphere, the same pat- 
tern rings the south pole, 
with the radiance producing 


question that mystifies sci- 
ence. Many -observers 


swear that when the lights 
are ag their peak, they can 
hear a swishing or crackling 
sound. Scientists are doubt- 
ful that the aurora could 
produce the noises, since 
the thin air at that height 
could not carry sound waves 
easily. Until an explanation 
can be found, this part of 
the awesome dance of the 
night sky will remain a 
mystery. ;

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~ Mechanics say new auto service intervals 
are ‘stretched beyond point of common sense’ 


By DON SMITH 
& LARRY CARLEY 

In recent years, the scheduled 
maintenance intervals for new 
cars have been lengtheaed 
greatly —much to the benefit of 
new car owners, say the auto 
manufacturers—thanks to im- 
provements in oils, materials 
and the elimination of leaded 
c asoline. 

However, not everyone 
agrees with what the car makers 
are saying. 

Almost nine out of ten 
(87.7%) professional service 
station mechanics say that auto 
manufacturers’ recommended 


service intervals for their late-_ 


model cars are too far apart. 

An even greater percentage 
(97.1%) of these independent 
mechanics are convinced that 
some of the. car makers’ sug- 
gested oil change intervals— 
approaching the 12,000-mile 

‘figure on 1980-81 models— 
have been stretched beyond the 
point of common sense and ade- 
quacy for real world driving 
conditions. 

And if mechanics are right in 
the assessment of today’s long 
service intervals, the motoring 
public is being misled into prac- 
ticing a penny-wise, pound- 
foolish maintenance program 
for their new cars. 

Every mechanic knows that 
when cars are not maintained as 
they should be, the eventual re- 
sult is major repair bills—repair 
bills that could have been pre- 
vented by proper maintenance. 


! What's proper? 


What is proper care? How re-. 


alistic are the recommended 
service intervals contained in 
owners’ manuals? Engineers 
working in rarefied corporate 
environments at GM, Ford, 
Chrysler, AMC and VW issue 
these suggested service inter- 
vals each year for every model. 
For decades new car purchasers 
blindly accepted these edicts. 

However, U.S. mechanics, 
laboring in a grungy, real world 
of auto repair facilities and who 
see the dismaying, expensive 
results of improper and/or inad- 
equate car care, are violently 
disagreeing with the service in- 
tervals recommended by car 
makers. 

Two Hunter magazines, Mo- 
tor Service and Service Station 
Management, conducted a na- 
tionwide study among me- 
chanics at independent repair 

and service stations to 
find out how they view recom- 
mended service intervals. A to- 
tal of 2,200 questionnaires was 
sent to a geographically and de- 
mographically (large and small 
shops) sample of readers. The 
magazines received 951 com- 
pleted questionnaires, a 43.3% 
retum.

One of the questions asked 
was: Generally speaking, do 
you think the auto manufac- 
turers’ recommended service 
intervals are about right, too far 
apart or too frequent? Three out 
of four mechanics. (77.2%) in 
repair shops said the intervals 
were too far apart; 21.5% 


. agreed the intervals were about 
‘right; and only 1.3% said the 


intervals were too frequent. Al- 
most 9 out of 10 of the service 
station mechanics (87.7%) said 
the intervals are too far apart. 


They all agree 


On most questions in the sur- 
vey, repair shop and service sta- 
tion mechanics were in close 
agreement in their «views on 
what constitutes adequate 
scheduled maintenance for late- 
model vehicles. 

Here are \two typical reac- 
tions to the sirvey, one from a 
repair shop owner, the other 
from a top service station me-

He also believes the car 
makers” recommended inter- 
vals are too far apart on some 
key service categories. 

He pointed out that the sta- 
tion is seeing a big surge in in- 
ternal engine work, an 
indication of car owner neglect, 
especially on such routine items 
as oil and filter replacements. 
He also cited the importance of 
regular transmission fluid 
changes, stating that such ne- 
glect can lead to expensive re- 
pair work. 

Mechanics were asked if they 
thought an oil change interval of 
12 months or 10,000 miles 
(Ford Escort/Lynx, for exam- 
ple) was adequate for real world 
driving. Nine out of ten, or 
93.8%, said no. 

They were asked what main- 
tenance items they thought were 
most frequently neglected by 
the motoring public. One out of 
two, or 56.6%, mentioned oil 
and oil filter changes. 

They were asked what main- 
tenance items they thought were 
most important to trouble-free 
driving. Nine out of ten, or 


91.3%, answered regular oil 
and oil filter changes. 

They were also asked what 
kind of oil and oil filter change 
intervals they would recom- 
mend to their customers for 
both “normal” and “severe” 
driving. The definition of nor- 
mal and severe was left to their 


judgment. 

For ‘‘normal”’ driving, 
68.1% of those polled recom- 
mended oil change intervals of 
4,000 miles or less; 11,2% rec- 
ommended 5,000 miles; and 
11.6% said 6,000 miles. Only 
4.1% agreed with the 7,500- to 
10,000-mile intervals recom-

Conventional engin e’s tops 
Dynamic future 


for spark plug 


The spark-ignited internal combustion engine will still be the 
primary choice of automakers for many years fo come. 

This is the conclusion of two Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nol fessors. 

Waxing in “Technology Review,’ John B. Heywood, profes- 
sor of mechanical engineering and director of the school’s Sloan 
Automotive Laboratory, and John Wilkes, an assisjant profes- 
sor, said: 

“No alternative engine is ready for production that is clearly 


better than conventional engines, not just in efficiency but in all 
other aspects of engine operation and cost. 

““To find out whether any of the promising-options (stratified- 
charge engine, gas turbine, Stirling-cycle engine, electric) will, 
in fact, be better and then to bring a truly effective alternative 
into large-scale production will require at least five to ten 


cars. 
. They've been working at it 

For some time, the automakers have been trying to weigh the 
future potential of conventional engines against the promise of 
these alternatives. 

Computer simulations of radically new engines tend to be 
overly optimistic, they point out. 

While they see conventional spark-ignition and diesel engines 
as the power plants of choice for the automakers well into this 
decade and probably beyond, the professers-do predict steady 
improvement in these engines. ‘ 

Only a severe shortage of fuel, they say. could shift the 
emphasis away from conventional engines in the foreseeable 
future , although electric vehicles probably will make inroads for 
strictly urban travel. :

With the opening breath 
of the fall sitting of the 
Legislature, the Premier 
announced that the Ontario 
Government has reached 
agreement in principle to 
purchase 25 per cent of the 
shares of Suncor Inc. The 
purchase will cost $650 
million. 

Suncor explores for, and 
produces, conventional 
crude oil and natural gas in 
Canada's western provinces 
and is active in the search 
for oil and gas in the frontier 
areas, including the Arctic 
Islands, the Mackenzie Del- 
ta and offshore Labrador. 

Suncor also manufactures 
distributes and markets 
gasoline, petrochemicals, 
home heating oil, heavy fuel 
oil, lubricants and specialty 
products, as well as owning 
and operating a refinery in 
Sarnia. 

The purchase of Suncor 
will assist in the Canadiani- 
zation of the petroleum 
industry, and is part of a 
policy commitment the Mi- 
nistry of Energy announced 
last year for greater Ontario 
participation in the Canadi- 
an petroleum industry. 

Sun Company Inc. has 
indicated that it intends to 
continue seeking other Ca- 
nadian investors so, that at 
least 51 per cent of Suncor 
shares will be owned by 
Canadians as soon 4s 
possible. 

The Premier said that, 
“the Ontario Government 
can assist, through a limited 
investment of the kind we 
have just made, in the 
transfer of ownership to 
Canadians in this strategic 
sector of our economy.”
